CALIFORNIA. 
A rquilla) of C larence K ray. 
Rkdwood C ity, November 25th.—Mr. 
Joats commenced his argument in the Gray 
case at 9 this morning and continued speak­ 
ing until 11. Judge Hoad then charged the 
jury as upon the former trial, and at 12 
o clock the csae passed into the hands of the 
jury. Considerable interest was manifested 
by the citizens, and small crowds congregated 
on tho street corners discussing the case and 
waiting for the bell to aunouDco that the jury 
had agreed. At half-past 3 o’clock tho bell 
was rung and all started for tho Court-room. 
Some time elapsed after the Court waa called 
to crder before the defendant was brought 
into the room, during which' Colonel Th i re­ 
ten seemed very nervous and excited. Tie 
Judge then asked the jury if they had agreed, 
and Mark Devlin, foreman, replied that they 
had. He was then requested to rend it. The 
verdict was as follows : ” We, the jury, find 
the defendant not guilty." Some demsDstra- 
tions of approval were made by the specta­ 
tors, but were quickly suppressed by the 
Court. An affecting scene took place be­ 
tween Gray and hia wife, and when the ver­ 
dict was recorded and read to tha jury by the 
clerk for their approval, they all answered 
yes.

The deceased, who was a native 
of Switzerland, 42 years of age, was the 
man who recently fell in a fit in the Court­ 
room while Judge Edmonds was repri­ 
manding him for failing to pay alimony to 
his wife, who had instituted an action 
against him for divorce. 
An inquest was held Saturday in the 
case of Willie Prather, who was asphyx­ 
iated by coal gas in a room in the Russ 
House last Wednesday, and the following 
verdict was returned : “ We find that his 
death was accidental.

the gas, and for not having competent 
watchmen to patrol the halis of the hotel. 
We also recommend regulations in all ho­ 
tels cautioning the roomers to carefully 
turn off' the gas.” 
Emma Perry, the young girl who several 
months ago fell from the top of the bluff on 
one side of the Market street cut and re­ 
ceived concussion of the brain, in conse­ 
quence of which she remained unconscious 
nearly three weeks, is still an invalid ; but 
she has recovered the uee of her limbs, and 
has aito fully recovered her reason, which 
for a time it was feared had become hope­ 
lessly impaired.

A SHAMEFUL DP/BAT OF JUSTICE. 
The Acquittal ol Clarence Gray, the 
murderer of Theodore Glancey, adds one 
more infamy to the long list of outragee 
upon justice which have been perpetrated 
by California jurire in capital oases. The 
murder of Glancey was a cowardly and 
deliberate assassination, and it was a crime 
committed in reveDge for the faithful per­ 
formance of his dnty to the community by 
a courageous and conscientious journalist. 
No jury could have brought in a verdict of 
acquittal in this case without violating its 
oath, and without ignoring the plain facts 
of the homicide. The assassin has been 
acquitted, but who will acquit the men 
who declared him innocent of the blood of 
his victim ? This case, however, disgrace­ 
ful and revolting as it is, does not, unfortu­ 
nately, stand alone. The “ law's delays,” 
in this State, have for years been availed 
of in the same manner to defeat justice, 
and the plan followed has actually become 
a recognized part of every criminal law­ 
yer’s equipment. When a particularly 
atrocious murder is committed, and public 
opinion is for once heated to the pitch of 
danger, the first step taken is to procare 
delay in the trial of the case. Unfortu­ 
nately this has never yet proved difficult. 
The Courts aud the rules of practice and 
the laWB all seem to be in the interest of 
the defendant at such times. So he is 
kept quietly in jail until the people have 
had time to forget the crime, and it does 
not take long for that in so mercurial a 
community as that of California. If after 
all an honest and intelligent jary brings in 
a verdict of guilty of murder in the first 
decree, there are always plenty of open­ 
ings for exception and appeal, and the Ap­ 
pellate Court can apparently be connted on 
to remand a murder case upon the most re­ 
fined technicalities, at any time. 
Or a change of venue is sought, and 
when the case is once more tried, far away 
from the scene of the murder, the long con­ 
finement of the defendant is skillfully 
urged as a reason for not punishing him 
any more. Thus in the first place we find 
tha* imprisonment is courted by mur­ 
derers as a means of escapa from justice, 
and in the next place this means of eva­ 
sion is employed to secure their enfran­ 
chisement. So boldly and unscrupulously 
have the laws been used to defeat the 
primary purposes of their enactment, that 
it is no exaggeration to say that “ hang­ 
ing is played out ” in this State. Execu­ 
tions there are occasionally, but with rare 
exceptions they are confised to friendless 
criminals or to foreigners. It is possible 
to convict a Chinaman or a Mexican of 
murder, but if what is called a “ white” 
murderer has friends and means, we say it 
deliberately that he can in California afford 
to snap his fingers at the laws. The petty 
thief is tolerably certain to be convicted. 
Juries can be found to declare robbery 
(sometimes), and forgery and embezzle­ 
ment and burglary, criminal. But when 
convicted a murderer has only to provide 
the usual means of defense, and he can 
count upon suffering no more serious in­ 
convenience than a year or two of modified 
and ameliorated confinement in a County 
Jail. 
This ¡3 what we have come to in the 
matter of criminal administration. The 
case which has just been closed by so 
monstrous a defeat of justice was a 
peculiarly aggravated one, and it was one 
in which the people might have been sup­ 
posed to be specially interested. The 
murdered man was an editor. 
The mur­ 
derer was a man of bad reputation. 
This 
man of bad reputation nevertheless sought 
an office of responsibility ; an office in 
which his previous record must have dis­ 
qualified him for the proper discharge of 
his official duties. Acting solely in the in­ 
terest of the public, Theodore Glancey 
showed, in his paper, why Gray ought 
not to be elected to the office he sought. 
Upon this Gray proceeded to vindicate 
Glancey’s strictures by committ-ng mur­ 
der. Glancey was a brave man, but he 
never carried weapons. Gray met him on 
the street, and shot him. 
It was an as­ 
sassination of the most ruffianly and 
brutal character. 
Gray represented the 
lawless and violent elements, and Glancey 
stood for the law-abiding and respectable 
elements. Glancey was within the strict 
limits of his public duty in pointing out 
Gray's unfitness for the office he sought. 
Gray, in meeting that criticism by mur­ 
der, was only proving to the public that 
his victim had been justified in all he pub­ 
lished. 
At the time of the murder it created 
much indignation. A t.that time Gray’s 
neck seemed in danger. It appeared prob­ 
able that for once justice would be done. 
But all euch hopes proved vain and illusory. 
The first trial resulted in a verdict of guilty, 
but it was set aside upon what we can 
only characterize as extraordinary grounds, 
and now the usual California outcome ends 
the case by setting the assassin free, and 
by publishing in effect, to all the world, 
that here is a State of the Union in which 
murder is regarded as a venial affair ; so 
venial, in fact, that ordinary juries cannot 
be got to regard it as more than a pecca­ 
dillo, or amiable weakness, amply atoned 
for by a few months of imprisonment. 
And there is another leaeon in this case, a 
lesson which journalists will do well to 
profit by. It is this : that when an editor 
finds it necessary, in the line of his public 
duty, to denounce Bome notorious tcoundr«l 
or ruffian, he must at once arm himself, 
and should the object of his censure pre­ 
sent himself at the editorid rooms to de 
mand a retraction, he must instantly kill 
the person. By so doing he will not only 
save himself from assassination, but he 
will obtain presently a certificate from 
twelve of hi* fellow-citfzens to the im­ 
maculate purity of his character, and at 
the same time bullies and swashbucklers 
will learn to keep at a respectful distance 
from journalists, even when the latter tell 
the truth about them. 
Theodore Glancey was a manly, upright, 
public-spirited journalist. lie was foully 
murdered for the honest performance of his 
plain and undoubted duty. And now, af­ 
ter some two years of delay and pettifog­ 
ging and obstruction, his memory is out­ 
raged and his widow is insulted by the ac­ 
quittal of the villain who assassinated 
him, and this is the best the so called civ­ 
ilization of California can do to vindicate 
the laws, to protect the life of the citizen, 
and to punish capital crime. As for the 
press, it can take care of itself. It need 
not be either alarmed or dismayed by a 
verdict which declares killing no murder 
when a journalist is the victim. But the 
people of this State assuredly cannot af­ 
ford to become responsible for so cynical 
an indifference to the fate of the few faith­ 
ful and conscientieus counselors the press 
give 8 to them. For this verdict embodies 
the tremendous satire upon our civiliza­ 
tion involved in the inevitable conclusion 
that it is better to be a Gray than a Gian- 
cey in California. 


TH3 STORAGE OF COAL OIL. 
Several of our merchants have been ar­ 
rested for violating a city ordinance which 
was enacted some five years ago, and which 
prohibits the storage of 11 petroleum, or 
“ the refined products thereof, in larger 
“ quantity this five hundred gallons,” 
The purpose of this ordinance was no 
doubt precautionary, but it is certainly 
not calculated to be effective. Under it 
every citizen is permitted to keep five 
hundred gallons of coal oil on his prem­ 
ises, and he is Bubject to no regulations as 
to the manner in which he shall keep it. 
Now, for purposes of conflagration five 
hundred gallons of cost oil may be as 
effective as five thousand, or fifty thousand, 
and therefore it is clear that the ordinance 
does not secure the safety of the city. 
In fact all it does do is to interfere mis­ 
chievously and injuriously with an im- 
portent branch of trade. The idea that 
coal oil as such is a particularly dangerous 
article, moreover, is not borne out by 
insurance experience. As a matter of fact 
all fire companies arc willing to take petro­ 
leum risks at about the same rate as the 
best kind of property. It is insnred to­ 
day in this city at one and a quarter per 
cent., which is the rate charged also upon 
residenco property well separated from ad­ 
joining buildings. And petroleum is not 
dangerous if properly stored; certainly not 
nearly so dangeron s as grist and planing mills, 
for example. W hat is required is proper 
regulation and supervision of the storage. 
Our merchants cannot carry on this branch 
of their business if they are compelled to 
store their oil outside the city limits. Such 
a requirement would oblige them to relin­ 
quish that department of their trade alto­ 
gether. Bat the Board of Underwriters 
and the Fire Commissioners, representing 
the two most experienced interests, could 
be invited to meet and draw up regulations 
for the storage of coal oil, and the Trustees 
could enforce these regulations. Another 
way would be to constitute the Fire Com­ 
missioners (including the Chief of the Fire 
Department) and the Board of Underwrit­ 
ers a Board with special authority to see 
to the storage of petroleum; but there 
might be a constitutional objection to this 
latter method, and all such difficulties 
would be overcome by the first one sug­ 
gested. Of course all that is required is 
the safety of the community. If that can 
be obtained without inflicting injury upon 
business, this íb the way to take. The or­ 
dinance as it stands, however, is most cer­ 
tainly not a sufficient protection, aud it 
ought to be amended. 


THE URIVf RSITY AND THE HIGH SCHOOLS. 
The Argonaut, if we understand it, ap­ 
pears to be opposed to the completion of 
the State educational scheme by the 
incorporation of High Schools with it, on the 
ground that the State ought not to pro­ 
vide anything but the rudiments of edu­ 
cation. Mr. Pixley, if wc understand him, 
would abolish the State University, or at 
least would exclude from it all who were 
unable to pay for tuition. We do not 
know that we are called upon to treat this 
preposition seriously, for obviously it does 
not represent anything more than a whim 
of the editor of the Argonaut. The people 
of California, when they established a 
State University/deliberately adopted an 
entirely different theory. They held that 
it was the duty of the State to put within 
the reach of all the means of a complete 
education. 
To a somewhat indefinite 
point they declared in favor of compulsory 
education. The makers of the new Con­ 
stitution, however, demolished the educa­ 
tional system by creating a bridgelees 
chasm between the Grammar Schools and 
the University. If Mr. Pixley approves of 
the new Constitution it is quite natural and 
consistent for him to declare the University 
useless and superfluous. 
The question, 
however, is, what do the people of Califor­ 
nia want ; and also, what do they need. 
If the large subject of the extent of State 
provision for popular education is to be 
reopened, with a view to the reorganiza­ 
tion of the State school system, we shall 
have something to say regarding the 
question raised by the Argonaut. At pres­ 
ent, however, it appears to us more practi­ 
cal and useful to point out that the new 
Constitution has cut the State educational 
system in two, and that if the people really 
want that system to he as they originally 
devised it, they must amend the Constitu­ 
tion. 


THE FORLORN HOPE. 
The tariff parasites appear destined, to 
fail in their desperate efforts to procure the 
removal of the internal revenue taxes. 
They have been hoping to effect this move 
during the ensuing session of Congress, 
but the Republican leaders have at last 
begun to understand the situation, and the 
indications are that they will refuse to 
sacrifice their party’s last hope by ventur­ 
ing upon so suicidal a policy. It is fur­ 
ther stated that President Arthnr has de­ 
termined to oppose in his message any re­ 
duction of internal revenue taxes which 
will cut the returns from them down below 
$100,000,000 a year, and that Secretary 
Folger in his report will take the same 
line, showing, moreover, that the revenue 
ought to be very considerably reduced as 
regards the tariff. In short it is far more 
probable that the Republicans will try to 
take the wind out of the Democratic sails 
by inaugurating tariff reforms this winter, 
than that they will make fresh capital for 
their antagonists by putting obstacles in the 
way of those revenue reforms which the 
country has so emphatically demanded. 


A SIGNIFICANT OMISSION. 
The Labor Congress which has just ad­ 
journed appears to have adopted a long 
platform, after the manner of similar 
bddies, and to have mado one significant 
omission in it. Last year the Congress 
adopted a resolution in behalf of Protec­ 
tion. Tuis year that plank has been left 
out. This has a meaning. It indicates 
that the spread of enlightenment has al­ 
ready reached the workmg classes, and 
that the old clap-trap of the Protectionists 
no longer finds confiding auditors. Labor 
is about to range itself where its interests 
should have always placed it—namely, on 
the side of Free Trade, The faDe doc­ 
trine that Protection raises wages is well 
nigh exploded. That doctrine has been 
the one dependence of the protected inter­ 
ests, in connection with Labor. When 
that fallacy is effectually cleared away the 
working classes will never go back to Pro­ 
tection, and it is already perfectly clear 
that the defenders of that iniquity have 
reached their last ditch. 


Tn« Dominion civil service has reached an inter 
eating stage in its development. The first examina­ 
tion of candidates lor Government employ, under 
the recent Act of Parliament, has begun at Mont­ 
real. Fifty applicants are reported as submitting 
themselves to the test. 


Tu» Stockton Herald (Democratic) admits tbit 
the next Presidential campaign will be fought out 
on issues which have as jet been but little discussed 
upon this coast.

Postal Changes for the Pacific Coast. 
Washington, November 26;h.—The fol­ 
lowing Pacific Coatt postal changes are an­ 
nounced ; Established—Sodaville, Esmeralda 
county, Nevada, Frank H. Rice, P.M. Dis­ 
continued—Roland, Ca3s county, Oregon.

Banks and Bankers. 
W ashington, November Tilth.—The report 
of the Controller of the Currency is male 
public. The total number of orivate bank­ 
ers in sixteen princioal cities is 796 ; aggregate 
capital. $74,440,559; aggregate deposits, 
$109,741,746; invested in United States 
bonds, $10,016,206. The number of private 
bankers in thirty-three States and Territories 
having a capital in excess of $100.000—ex­ 
clusive of these sixteen principal cities—is 
2 530; aggregate amount of capital, $39,287,­ 
623 : deposits, $181.970,664. The remaining 
thirteen States and Territories contain sixty- 
five private bankers, with an aggregate capital 
of $527,670 ; aggregate deposits, $3 1*09,750. 
Since tha commencement cf the national 
banking system eighty-seven hanks have been 
placed in the hands of receivers and forty- 
two banks have voluntarily clotei business. 
The loss to creditors of national banks placed 
in the hands of Receivers is about $7,000,000. 
M issionary Farty En Runfe to (b in a. 
Omaha, November 26th.—Rsv. J. W . Tal- 
rnage, who has bten thirty-five years a mis­ 
sionary to China, under the au-picee of the 
American Reformed Church, spent to-day in 
Omaha with his family and a parly of mis­ 
sionaries, who leave to-morrow for San Fran­ 
cisco, to sail for China. Mr. Talmage has 
been visiting iu New York for one year, and 
is now returning to tha scene of his mission­ 
ary labor in China. His wife and two daugh- 
teis accompany him, and wili eater the mis­ 
sionary field. He ia also accompanied by 
Rev. A. S. Van Dyke, of Brooklyn, a young 
divine who also joins the party in the 
same connection; Miss Youngman, who 
is returning 
Japan in the interests

Church ; Miss Winn, of Alábame, who goes 
to Yokohama as a new missionary recrnit; 
He Lye, a youthful Celestial, son of a 
wealthy Chinese merchant at Foo Chow, who 
goes to Foo Chow for the purpose of eutering 
the new college there.

A United States Marshal's Opinion of Bis- 
trlci Attorney Bliss. 
CLEVELAND, November 26;b.—The inter­ 
view referred to in the letter of Attoruey- 
Geueral Brewster and District Attorney 
Bliss aa sufficient cause for the removal of 
C. E. Henry appeared in the YouDgatowa 
Newt-Regi»ttr June 13’h, and is as follows : 
“ What is there in the statement made by 
Bliss that you had been subjected to the in­ 
fluence of John W. Djrsey, and had made 
promises not to push vigorou=ly the stir 
route case against him ?” 
The Marshal answered: “ Not even the 
substance of a shadow. I understand that 
Bliss says that while the jury was being 
drawn in the star route cases Dorsey called at 
my office and remained several hours, aud 
that while there he extracted from me a 
promise thac I would favor him, and not use 
active measures in assisting the prosecution. 
The only time that Dorsey was ever in my 
office was one day when he called and 
asked for a match to light a cigar. The 
Deputy iu the room that Dorsey entered 
rose, and securing a box of matches tore cff 
the stamp and handed tha box to him. Dor­ 
sey said, 'I guess I’ll take three or four.’ 
The Deputy replied, * You can have as many 
as you want.’ Dorsey placed several in his 
pocket, handed the box to the Deputy aud 
poseed out. I waa in an adjoining room, and 
recognized D irsej’e voice talking to the Dep­ 
uty ; but he did not come into my room. 
Neither saw nor heard me, cor made any in­ 
quiry after me. 
That ia all there is to 
this sensation that Bliss ia trying to 
make. 
He don’t amount to 
much. 
He is too full of downright mean­ 
ness to ever amount to anything, and 
he is the fellow whom Horace Greeley sug­ 
gested should be branded ‘Decay Bliss,’ and 
the appelation suits him well. His efforts to 
override the most common laws of decency 
have been met by a Btern rebuke by Judge 
Wylie each time he attempted to carry ou his 
bravado in Court. Judge Wylie isa stern 
old Virginian, an uncorruptible Justice, and 
hews to the line, no matter where the chips 
fall. When Bliss intimated that the defend­ 
ants in tha star route cases were not in 
Court through the connivauce of their attor­ 
ney (Bob Ingeraoll), one of the coun­ 
sel arose, Rnd, 
pointing his finger 
at Bliss, 
while 
bis 
eyes 
sparkled 
with suppressed passion, thundered ont, 
‘ That’s a lie, asd you are a liar 1’ Bliss cow­ 
ered lik9 a dog, and had still further cause to 
regret his insinuation when Judge Wylie 
gave him a most stinging reprimand. Any 
person whom Bliss distrusts—and I have yet 
failed to fiod one he does not—is liable at ^ny 
moment to feel the venom of bis treacher­ 
ous tongue coming from some unsus­ 
pected quarter. 
It is probable he 
even suspects himself at times, as when 
he carries his pocketbook in his left 
pocket his eyes are continually wardering 
toward his left band, through fear it may 
give him the siip and get hold of the money 
without his being aware of the fact. Bliss 
was continually trying to hedge and throw 
distrust upon the administration of President 
Garfield. Those who know Bliss beet .pay 
but little attention to the pompous fellow,” 
Mrs. Langtry's Reception In New York. 
N ew Y ork, November 26th.—The predic­ 
tions as to Mrs. Langtry's reception in New 
York society do not seem to have been ful­ 
filled. Several rich and fashionable bachelors 
have given to her and her friend, Mrs. Lv 
bonchere, dinners and suppers at Delmonico’s, 
and lavished on her attentions in the shape of 
visits, bouquets and drives, but no ore has 
heard of her appearing as a guest at any 
social entertainment. Whether this is owing 
to her feilure to receive invitations, cr 
whether she has been unable, by reason of 
professional engagements, to accept them, 
cannot be said. 
Death of a Pioneer Teacher—Suicide on 
Board a Train. 
D esver (Col.), November 26th.—Professor 
O. J, Goldrick, wfco has lived in Colorado 
since 1859, died at an early hour this morn­ 
ing of pneumonia.

The efforts of the Fire Department only 
made it worse by scattering the burning oil.

New York, November 26 .h.—Later re­ 
ports say ills tire occurred in the works of 
the Bru- klvn Oil Company ut Green Point, 
The bark Thism was et the dock when the 
oil tank exploded. The crew jumped over­ 
board, and two w$re drowned. The flames 
ignited Devoe’s oil works on the west side, 
and Church k Co.’s sal soda manufactory on 
the north side. Flying ¡parks set fire to the 
box manufactory at 420 Oakland street. The 
tank boat Sweepstakes, filled with oil, lying 
at the dock, took fire and burst into frag­ 
ments. The blazing oil spread out on the 
river, and for a time it was feared the fire 
would spread to Long Island City, 
but the tiile

this danger. 
The barge Estelle, lying close to the 
tack boat, was also set on fire. Her captain, 
James Conners, wife and deck hands, jumped 
overboard. The last-named swaiu ashore, 
bat the cantain and his wife hung on to the 
sides of tha barge until a boat from Long 
Island City rescued them. Mrs. Conners’ 
bands aod arms are badly burned. There 
were a number of vessels in the vicinity of 
the creek at the time, but were removed to a 
safe distance. The oil continued to burn 
during the night. The damage to the Brook- 
lj n Oil Works is estimated at $100,000; De­ 
voe’s Oil Works, $60,000; the bark Thism,

Chicago, November 26 h.—An Omaha 
special says : Since the failure to convict 
Corbin and Iddiugs on the 6tar route suit 
against the st »ge line from Sidney to Dead- 
wood, on one indictment, all the othets against 
them have been dismiss d.

The AMnrk on the Detectives Farther 
Details. 
D ublin, November 26;b.—It is stated that 
one of the detectives fi -ed st last night in 
Middle Abbey street was previously warned 
that if he left the police office he weuld be 
Bhot. Cox’s assassin has six bullet wounds— 
two in the head, one in the right shoulder, 
one in the neck and two in the wrist. There 
was a lively exchange of shots for a few sec­ 
onds between the officers ard men. Dowling, 
or Dolan, the murderer of detective Cox, is a 
brass-fitter íl Cross Kevin street. One of 
the other men is named Devine. He was re­ 
leased from prison only a few months ago 
after having served a term of two yeais 
for burglary. He is known aa a “ bully” at 
a disreputable house here. When arrested he 
had two revolvers in his breast pocket, and 
eighteen rcunds ef ammunition. The de­ 
tectives hsd been on duty all the evening, 
and at about half past 10 they noticed threo 
suspiciotu-looking p ersons withdraw from the 
crowd ou the opposite Bide of the walk, leav- 
iug a party of ten, with whom the detectives 
had an encounter. The offirers crossed the 
street, and Cox approached Dolan, whom he 
suspected of having armo in his possession. 
As the detective neared the group a man 
shouted, "Now fire,” and Dolan immediate­ 
ly discharged his revolver. Eastwood ran 
towards Dolan, and after wounding him 
wrenched the revolver from his gra»p. 
Meanwhile another of the party fired tw.co 
at Eastwood, one bullet penetrating the 
latter’s hat. Devin knocked Eastwood 
down, and was about to draw a revolver sad 
shoot him, when he was seized by a Consta­ 
ble on one side ard a soldier on the other. 
The soldier drew a sword bayonet and held it 
across Dcvio’s throat, threatenicg to kill him 
instantly if he moved. A voice in the crowd 
shouted: “ Shoot the soldier.” Matters ap­ 
peared threatening at this juncture, but the 
police catfronted the crowd with revolvers, 
aud threatened to fire. This sc'-ion of the 
police and the brandishing of the sword b7 
the soldier caused the crowd to keep beck 
until Cox and the prisoners were carried 
away. Doian is in the hospital, not expected 
to live. He says that he and the party he 
was with were all good men, and he does not 
cste if be dies. Tne police state that a 
whistle was blown as they approached, and 
the word to fire was repeated three timee. 
Another Cocs’able, as well as Eastwood, used 
a revolver, firing two shots at Dolan 
aod three at the others of the party. 
Dolan lives (lose to where the Fenian 
armory was recently discovered. The police, 
at 2 o’clock this morning, broke into tha 
home cf Wm. Woodward, an organ builder, 
on Cuffe street, and arrested him on a charge 
of being connected with the murder of De­ 
tective Ccx. Wocdward has been imprisoned 
on suspicion of being concerned in the mur­ 
der of informer Bailey. The police ere ex­ 
pected to bresk into other houses during the 
night. A mob followed the cab in which the 
detectives were conveying Cox to the hos­ 
pital, and, fearing an attack, the officers pre­ 
sented revolvers out of the windows of the 
cab, and reached the hospital in safety, 
[SECOND DISPATCH.] 
D ublin, November 26th.—Dolan, whose 
condition Í3 unchanged, but who is expected 
to recover, observed a reckless demeanor in 
the hospital while the doctors were examin­ 
ing his wouods and searching for the ballets. 
He exclaimed, “ Probe away, and be d—d to 
you.” Further inqniry tends to confirm the 
opinion that the men were waitiog for some 
one with the intention of murdering him. 
The moon was shining brightly. Detective 
Eastwood identified Woodward aa a man he 
saw on Middle Abbey street about the time 
of the shooting. The police have arrested 
Patrick Ryan, a tailor, on suspicion of be- 
lorging to the party.

Davltt on the Distress In Ireland. 
D ublin, November 26:h.—Davltt, in a 
Bpeech at Navan last evening, eulogized the 
action of th# Irish Parliamentary party.

Referring to the threatened famine in the 
west of Ireland, he declared that the tenant 
farmers should not starve. They would 
compel the Government that prevents them 
from living on the soil to support them dur­ 
ing the winter. In case they were unsuccess­ 
ful in getting the Government to do its duty, 
he proposed to make the landlords support 
the people. If Gladstone did not apply the 
surplus of the arrears estimate to save the 
people, then no rent should be paid from No­ 
vember until May. A portion of the arrears 
surplus should ba placed as a national relief 
fund to save people from starving. 
In 
1848 Archbishop Hughes declared in New 
Ycrk that a man threatened with hunger 
would be justified in seizing bread upon the 
altar.

COAL 
OIL 
CONTE OVERBY. 


Eds. Record-Union : The " people’s or­ 
dinance’’ was passed at the argent solicita­ 
tion of a well meaning citizsn (who says he 
had trouble to get it passed), in order to keep 
an oil house from locating near his property, 
on which he paye an insurance rate of 4 per 
cent. That “ slumbering volcano ” at 224 J 
street is insured at ly per cent., and other 
companies “ want some cf it ” at the eame 
rato. The highest rate paid on the paint and 
oil stock in the Orleans building, which was 
fired by the San Francisco B .ardof Under­ 
writers, is H p?.r cent. The highest rate paid 
on the coal oil in the wareroom in the same 
building is 1J per cent. The parties who do 
the most talking about this trouble run 
presses wi-h a steam-engine and boiler, over 
which is located a lodging-house, the occu­ 
pants of which are more or less liable, with­ 
out a moment’s warning, to be sent to "Abra­ 
ham’s bosom.” When these same parties 
bonght the Bee building, and for a long time 
after, the basement and first floor of 224 J 
street was filled with 
pine doors, sash 
and 
blinds, 
and 
workmen 
were 
daily painting 
and 
glazing 
therein. 
Had 
it 
taken 
fire 
then 
the 
Bee building would have been more endan­ 
gered. Now, the basement is all that is used, 
and there is no occasion to open it save in 
two days in each week, and then only be­ 
tween the hours of 8 AH. and 1 P.M., making 
it the safest lot of oil stored in the city. 
The C. P. R. R. Company buys its coal oil 
by the car load, five timet more than the ordi­ 
nance allows, and takes this dangerous arti­ 
cle and distributee it from its ‘'shops,” a 
property almost as valuable, perhaps, as that 
represented by those agitating this matter. 
Other parties betides those proceeded agaicst 
are compelled to handle coal oil in like large 
quantities. A like ordinance was set aside 
in Stockton, on the ground that it was “ con­ 
trary to common sense.” If coal oil, as sold 
in this city by the trade, had to be carted to 
a warehouse six blocks and back to the de­ 
pot for shipment, the country trade could be 
better supplied from San Francisco, Stockton 
and Marysville. 
However, the| “ people” of 
this city could burn gai. 
Frame ware­ 
houses 
have 
lately 
been 
known 
to 
burn 
down 
over 
these 
“ slumbering 
volcanoes,” 
the 
cates 
burned off of 
the cans, and yet not a can “ explode,” and 
the loss was but trifling. A can cf coal oil, 
of the grade which for years has been han­ 
dled by the trade here, has not been knowa 
to explode, but the idea has long since been 
exploded. Hotels in this city now pay one 
and a half per cent, insurance, and coal oil 
in the same blocks nay one and a quarter p .r 
cent, insurance. Suppose all the high risks 
be moved out of town, that those compara­ 
tively safe may be safer. I also suggest that 
newspaper men talk to business men, and 
ascertain 
business 
facts, 
before 
they 
“ bounce” them. 
If nothing but an or­ 
dinance will satisfy the complainants, let a 
new one be euacted reducing the quantity one 
may be allowed to keep without a permit to 
100 gallons instead of 500 gallons, and the 
Trustees supervise the permits themselves ; 
bat I protest against the oil men being 
branded as outlaws or “ cinched” becanse an 
ordinance “ turns u p ” that was enacted to 
protect a four per cent, risk, and which they 
had stupidly overlooked. 
Tiue, the law’s 
delay is often annojiDg, but in this case it is 
quite convenient when agitators require edu­ 
cating up to the standard of cummonsenso.

D ism issal o f ©Mi r ia l. 
_ W ash in g to n . November 2 5 * .—The Trfs- 
ident thin evening directed tbe removal of 
Charlee E . Henry. M arshal of the District 
of Columbia ; D. B. Ainger, Postm aster, and 
M. Parker, Assistant Postm aster for the City 
of W ashington; M. D. Helm, Foreman of 
the Congrettional Recorrí, and Gao. E. Spen­ 
cer, a Government Director of the Union 
Pacific Railroad Company, upon charges 
made by the Attorney-General and Colonel 
Bliss, th at the above-mentioned officers in­ 
terfered with the ends of justice ia connec­ 
tion with tho star route trials, and these 
offices will all bo filled immediately, so there 
m ay be no interruption to the public ser­ 
vice. 
To prevent any possible embarrass­ 
m ent in the affairs of the M arshal’s office, 
the suspension of that officer will be withheld 
until his sueces-cr is appc inted. 
The Presi­ 
dent’s action is based upon a report from the 
D epartm ent of Justice and by Attorney-Gen­ 
eral Brewster, 
W holesale B o b b e ry . 
CHICAGO, November 2 5 * .— The Timet 
says : Late last rig h t it was learned th at tbe 
wholesale boot and shoe house cf Bhelps, 
Dodge & Palmer had for ten months p-st 
been systematically robbed of some $30,000 
to $40,000—possibly more—by some of their 
traveling salesmen, in collusion with others 
of th tir most trusted employes. 
The plan 
pursued was for the salesmen to send in from 
new tewns in the W est fic.itious orders from 
imaginary firms, or those who had dissolved 
partnership. 
Double orders (could then be 
■hipped, the duplicates being taken up by 
the traveling salesmen and the rest returned 
to the Chicago firm. The greed and boldness 
of the confederates excited suspicion, and an 
investigation followed, which, it is said, un­ 
earthed the fact th at upwards of a doz;n 
men were in the conspiracy. 
One of them, 
J . M. Wells, is said to have been arrested, 
and the rest cannot be found. 
The whole 
affiir has been very quietly conducted, and a 
policy of silence has been adopted by the 
members of the firm. 
As a result nf the lar 
ceny, Augustus and J^hn M. Wells, em 
ployes, were to-day held r-n a charge of lar­ 
ceny to appear before the Criminal Court, in 
bonds of $1,500. 
The w arrant charges thefts 
of $900. 
No testimony was taken to show 
the basis of charges, and all the members of 
the firm continue to close their mouths. 
Au­ 
gustus W ells is a salesman of the firm, but 
J . M. W ells is a partner in the Monmouth, 
Illinois, firm of M itchell & Wells, which had 
a good business and reputation, and was the 
distributor of a large part of the et- len goods. 
They have a bro’her in Kansa», who is a State 
Senator. 
Eleven other employes, four being 
traveling salesmen, are under surveillance. 
I t is now believed tbe stealing began six years 
ago, and th at the amount taken will be up­ 
w ard of $50.000, of which very little will be 
recovered. 
Members of the firm are said to 
be deeply mortified at (he bad management 
which has permitted such a large leakage. 
H er Secret Died w ills H er. 
_ O maha, November 25th.—A short time 
since a strange lady, giving her name as 
Jennie Brown, arrived in Omaha, and, ob­ 
taining board and a room in a private family, 
gave birth to a child ab ju t three weeks ago. 
Yesterday she died, the prim ary cause being 
tight lacing to conceal her condition, and a 
secondary cause catching cold, followed by 
pjfem ia or blood poisoning. 
W hen told she 
m ust die, she got her letters and photographs 
from her trnnk and burned them, eaying, 
“ M y secret dies with m e.” She positively 
refused to give any information concerning 
herself. 
She was about twenty-four years of 
age, handsome, and had good clothes and 
jewelry. 
Three photographs of ladies were 
found in her trunk.
